That James L. Shaw, who is well 
known throughout Lake county, espec- 
lallylin the vicinity of Fok Lake where 
he promoted the sale of a large sub- 
division, was recently indicted by the 
Lake county grand jury wlio reported 
April 2t became known Tuesday for the 
first time when Shaw, together with his 
attorney, "N. Emmet Clare of Chicago, 
appeared in circuit court in Waukegan 
and made a motion to squash the indict- 
ment. State's Attorney Welch sup- 
pressed the list of indictments at the 
time they were returned, on the ground 
that those who had been indicted were 
notin.cust'ody. The charge on, which 
Shawwas indicted was •'obtaihlng pro- 
perty, by means of a confidence game."* 



In an auto accident which occurred m 
Kenosha on last Saturday- afternoon. 
Henry Strang, newly elected cornmia- 
Bioner of the city of, -Waukegan and a 
man wen known throughout the enltre 
county, received injuries which may in 
the end cost him his life. ' 

In the. party at the time of the ac- 
cident were five Waukegan men whom 
Mr. Erickson of Kenosha was taking 
to the station in his machine. 

The fatal crash occurred at .the corr 
ner of Elizabeth street and Salem ave. 
The automobile was going, east while 
the car,' one of the heavy,' all-steel 
type was running west. Erickson is 
said to have turned to one side to avoid 
Ithe streetcar, saw an automobile ap-

death Wednesday morning, in its little 
bed alongside of its twin sister. The 
tragedy was caused by the' bed clothing 
becepiing twisted in such a way that 
the child was unable to breathe. 

The accident was the cause of much 
excitement in the village of Gurnee 
where the-Temer family, is very well 
known, Mr. Tuirner being the agricul- 
tural teacher in .this Warren township 

high school; .- 

When Mr. Turner went to school m 
the morning the children- were covered 
up in their bed asleep. He took a last 
look at them as he depatted and Mrs. 
Turner went Ion with her work. She 
was busy wUh the family wash and 
soon toofe some of the clothes to the 
room above that occupied by the chil- 
dren. While hanging up- the clothes 
she heard what appeared to be a coping 
sound coming from the bed and pre- 
sumed that the children were all right. 
However a little later she went to the 
room and to her surprise and horror' 
found lit'tle Bernida almost dead. The 
frightened mother hurriedly called^Dr. 
Youngand did all in her power for the 
child but it died before the .arrival of 
the physician. ^ 

The other child had managed to keep 
the bed clothing off its head and con- 
sequently was unharrned.

Dairying Is rapidly' approaching one, 
of the Qmt positions In Western Can-; 
adtt agriculture. This does not npplyj 
particularly to any one of the three* 
Western Canada provinces, as they all) 
participate In the distinction. 

A report recently pubilslicd by the; 
Alberta Department of Agrlculturol 
shows tlmt In 1018, in spUe of adverse] 
conditions of labor and the high costj 
of feed there was no decline in thei 
Industry, It will be "IntciJeBting to| 
know that tho average numbef of mlich: 
cows per farm la 5.0. The total pro-: 
duciion of creamery butter In the; 
provinces In 1018 was 0.100.000, as 
against 8,04^,000 pounds' In 1017. 

No better evidence of the growth of 
Western Cnnada'can be given than by, 
the' fact tluU In ton y«irs the produc- 
tion of butter has Increased from 
2,n00,000 pounds and of cheese from 
88,570 pounds to 050.000 pounds. When 
It Is l;nown that In the production of 
grain so much energy was placed, and 
through which bank deposits were 
increased, homes made comfortable, 
farms carefully tilled, It will bje real- 
ized that the increase In dnlry'produc- 
tlbn has been remarkable. ' During the 
past four years the price to the pro- 
ducer Increased 75 per cent. 

Further evidence of the great Intet^ 
est taken in the dairy and livestock 
industries Is found in recent bull sales. 
At Edmonton tho average price of 141 
was J231.00; at Calgary 784 , head 
were sold, bringing an average price of 
$200.18; while at tacombe 170 bulla 
brought an average of $101.84.
